THE WAY WE WERE 
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Four authors this month tell us about the past and the passage of time. Bernard 
Bowerman's potted history of Clifton gallops along at ao rattling pace. Fred 
Deely's lively report takes us from the vans of the carriers of Deddington to 
the arrival of the first bus service. From Oxford, Brian Mobley re-creates going 
‘over home' in the 1920s, to his grandmother's house in Deddington. Arthur 
lewis picksup the theme in the late 1930s and covers a lot of ground in ao few 
well chosen words. 


CLIFTON by Bernard Bowerman 


My first knowledge of Clifton was attending Sunday School twice on Sunday, church 
in the morning. It is not very old, built in 1853 by the Rev isley. He was a 
curate at Deddington but could not get on with the vicar. So he built this one 
and was its rector for 15 years. My wife and I looked after it for its last 25 
years before it closed in 1972, the congregation having dwindled to just the two 
of us. 


There were two shops. Mrs Haines kept one, next to our present house. It was also 
the Post Office. Later it moved ur the street by the kiosk. Mrs Jennings was 
the postmistress. It was a tiny little office, only room for two persons. One 
man from London working here said anyone wishing to hold it up would have to go 
outside to get their gun out. The other shop was kept by Mr Woolgrove. He was 
an elderly man and, like me, loved to talk of the old days. He said there used 
to be anqen ditch in the roadside. He told of the club fair they held. How a 
strong pig was loosed after its tail had been greased. The man who could hold it 
for a certoin time won it. One was caught at Adderbury. I wouldn't have liked 
to be the referee. 


The pub was kept by Mr Harris who cooked Sunday dimmers. ‘The next landlord was 
Mr G Peachey. It is a very different place toéay. Very modern. They don't 
raffle rabbits with the highest domino or smoke thick twist tobacco with a 
spitoon, 


By the bus the water mill was worked by Mr G Robinson, grinding small lots of 
corn, known as grists, which local people grew on their allotments in the 
surrounding villages. The mill-was later taken over by the miller's son-~in—law, 
Mr W Welford, for whom I worked. I worked it mony times. I was the Inst person 
to work it. 


One farmer. was Mir John Fowler. He was also a cottle dezler. His farmhouse 
was burnt down in 1945. The next farm was Mr Francis Jarrett's. He was killed 

by an over~turning tractor in 1955. His son John took over. The next farm was 
Mr J Spencer's. We always had our Sunday treat on their front lawn and received 
our prizes for Sunday School attendance. ‘The lower farm was Mr Wélford's, now 
run by his son Donald. I worked there forty years. What chnnges since then. 


The first rubbish collection was in the enrly 1920s by Mr Joe Cannon with a 
horse and cart. The Methodist chapel closed in the late 1970s, so we only have 
the pub. t+ we have a good service for bread and grocery etc. from Mr Wallin, 
baker, and Mr Hayward, groceries and greengrocery. Now our population is 
doubled by the new housing tenants. Our generation has seen more change than 
any other. 


CARRIERS by Fred Deely 


There were two carriers at Deddington, my father and Callow's. They went to 
Banbury on Thursday and Saturday. ‘They each had - van not.carts. My father, 
when Banbury Fair was on, did his business on Wednesday, then took passengers 
to the fair on Thursday. He left home at ~11 am and left Banbury at 5 pm. 
The fare was 6d adults and 3d juniors. They had to walk up Deddington Hill.

THE WAY WE WERBS (continued) 
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I had to go on Thursday and sometimes on Saturday with a tracehorse and heln 
pull his load up Deddington Hill. On three occasions I had to go to Banbury 
when he phoned he had a big load. I waited for him at the bottom of South Bar 
by Fred Tyreil's florist shop (now : furnitur stores). I helped him up the hill 
then trotted behind the van, where I helped him up Deddington Hill. 


Then the big event. My gies knew 9 man in Banbury and he told him he was 
bringing a bus to start a bus service. A notice was put on the Town Hall and 
when the bus arrived (nis was the end of the first war) a great crowd outside 
the Coop was waiting for it. It was a green bus with soa tyres. Mr Medley, 
the driver, had a green coat and peaked cap. It soon filled up. The farewas 
10d adults, 5d juniors. 


GOING ‘OVER HoMm' ; by Brian Mobley 


Going ‘over home'.~ when I heard those words, as 2. small boy, I knew that we were 
going to visit my mother's family in Deddington. This meant’ a journey on an 
open backed double-decker bus with a bell cord hanging from the ceiling. We 
passed through what to me were the memorable names of Sturdeys Castle and Hop- 
crofts Holt; and then, from the top of North Aston hill, on the further crest 
was Deddington Church and we were almost there. 


My grandmother, Mrs Shirley, had 2 cottage in New Street, just beyond the brow 
of the nill, end I still remember the layout of the house. To the right of the 
front door was the kitchen with a stone sink (no taps!), a 'Valor' oil oven and 
the galvanised pails of well water, the day's supply. Opposite was the main 
living room, the centrepiece being a large black-leaded oven range with a blac 
kettle which, suspended from 1. chimney hook, simmered all dey. Over the ace 
was a high : ahelt trimmed with a green velvet frieze which had little green 
bobbles suspended from it and ions was matched by «2 similer tablecloth on the 
old deal table. The lighting was by oil lInmp and candle (no electricity yet ) 
and the boarded cefing was eateoicd by an enamelled 'dustbin lid' hanging over 
the lamp. On the wall was an aoa al clock, called American pattern, the top 
half beins 2 clock dial and the lower a painted scene concealing the mechanism 
and vendulum. The tick of this clock lulled me into sleep many times. 


The front parlour contained the 'best' rosewood furniture, the sideboard still. 
being used in my home today. My favourite piece was the old horn gremo One, 
similar to that in the EMV trademark, but without the doge 


A wooden spiral stair led a, through passage giving access to the bedrooms, 
each of napa contained tha a now much sought after niece of furniture, a marble 
washstand, complete with china washing set. Here again, lighting was by candle. 


‘Outback’! was a small garden with a young boy's glory ~ the wash-house. Here 
were kept the fuel, Grandad's field tools, shepherd's crooksand, most important, 
his barrel of home~brewed beer! In the corner was the old solid fuel washing 
cooper for the Monday operation which usually started about 6 am and culminated 
in the ironing on the living room table, using flat irons heated on the range 
in a trivet and used in sequence as eachme cooled. Adjoining the wash~house 
was the levatory - originally an earth-closet but now a bucket with a ‘one= 
hole! wooden seat. I was always ferrful; as a small boy, of falling through, 
doubled up. 


It is pleasant today to return to Deddincton, stillwchanged in many ways from 
the haypy childhood memories, before the Second World War changed everything 
for ever.

Clarke had 211 of us boys helping to take down the goal posts and corner flags. 
He then threw sixpence amongst a dozen of us, which we spent at Mr Walter 
Saunders! svcet shop, which was then in Hopereft Lane, Also in the Castle 
Grounds was . well kept bowling green. The groundsman I believe was Mr Joe Fll. 
The bowling club was well supported. Our own headmaster from school, Mr H J 
Harmsworth, was a keen member, as many will remember.

Bishops come and go The new Bishop of Oxford, Richard Harries, is to be 
consecrated at St Paul's cathedral on Ascension Day, 28 May. He willthen be 
enthroned at Christ Church, Oxford, on 30 June. The ‘throne’ or chair is 
the symbol of his authority in the diocese, so he will be ‘a bishop" for a 
month, but not “bishop of Oxford" until 30 June. A cathedral is essentially 
the church which holds the bishop's chair. He might move the chair to 
Deddington parish church ~ it is much easier to park in the Market Place than 
in Oxford - but I suppose the Dean and Canons of Christ Church might complain. 


The Bishop of Dorchester, Conrad Meyer, retires on 1 November. He has been 
our “local bishop for eight years, and was last here at Christmas for the 
dedication of our restored bells.

CIVIL PROTECTION 


Civil Protection is the title given by the Home Office to peacetime and war~ 
time emergency planning. The responsibility is placed upon Local Authorities 
to provide a basic planning framework which could be developed rapidly in 
response to any form of emergency in which the. Hmergency Services would be 
overstretched or ineffective. The worst possible situation for which plans 
are required is considered to be nuclear attack but there are many other 
forms of emergency resulting from disasters of man made or natural origin 
which could require a response in support by local communities. 


Plans for Civil Protection provide for teams of volunteers to be established 
within local communities to supplement the existing County- and District 
Council~based emergency structures. The Local Team, under its own Co- 
ordinator, will establish a record of the resources available (both human and 
material) which could be used in an emergency and the volunteers trained in 
the best means of response. 


ones forma of emergency to which this could be related may include := 
everc flooding or snow; natural disasters; chemical accidents requiring 
catauaiaon of people; major air, rail or road accidents; terrorist action; 
‘Shreat of war3; conventional weapon attacks or attack from nuclear weapons. 
braceiehie needed just such an Emergency Team but seemed to lack it; the town 
¢ Zeebrugre nad one and it worked. 


The ability of communities to respond to emergencies will vary widely 
depending on the degree of direct effect on each community involved. However 
the movement of peovle and/or information can easily break down in an 
emergency, ieaving the burden of immediate response within local areas. 


The txaining of community volunteers and the formation of community teams is 
intended to provide « basic response to such circumstances.

the training of community volunteers is to take place ona District basis. 
the first basic introductory course will start shortly (probably June) for 
Co~ondinators and any other volunteers. The course will consist of four 
evening sessions of two hours each. Iater courses may involve about twelve 
evenings in the year, again with sessions of two hours.
